dropped us at the small village 
of Mahewa, where we were 
housed in one room of a canal 
inspection house. 

For five weeks we worked out 
of there with Indian farmers re- 
ceiving “Point Four” agricul- 
tural instruction. We learned to 
know and like the Indians for 
being wonderful people, and to 
see the dramatic benefits de- 
rived from relatively little 
money. We were fascinated with 
it all—the quick dawns and 
nights; the flocks of wild pea- 
cocks and parrots; the tribes of 
marauding monkeys roaming 
the roadsides and fields, and by 
the dusty roads themselves, 
flowing always with people, bul- 
lock and camel carts, flocks of 
thin cattle, and small horses. 

But, more appealing than any- 
thing else was seeing, every 
day, how through Point Four the 
real heart of the American peo- 
ple was being made evident to 
the wretchedly poor . village 
farmers of India. 


Condition Critical 


An assistant fire chief was 
killed and 10 other firemen were 
injured Monday night battling a 
spectacular seven-alarm fire that 
destroyed a large railroad ware- 
house and snarled downtown At- 
lanta traffic for hours. Firemen 
still battled flames inside the 
building’s shell early Tuesday. 

The victim of the fire was 
Asst. Chief Morris H. Dean Sr., 
06, of 979 Arden Ave., S. W., a 
veteran of 34 years in the Atlanta 
Fire Department, who partici-

pated in the battle against many 
of the city’s largest fires, includ- 
ing the Winecoff Hotel disaster. 

Chief Dean, who was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at 
Grady Hospital, was killed and 
the other fire fighters were in- 
jured when a section of brick 
wall was blown out by exploding 
gas which had accumulated with- 
in the flaming building, spraying 
the men with hot bricks and burn- 
ing mortar. 


300 FOOT FLAMES 


The fire, which at times sent 
flames as high as 300 feet into 
the air, was witnessed by hun- 
dreds of spectators in the down- 
town area, while thousands more 
viewed. it ‘on their . television 
screens. 

Time after time, intense heat 
and massive clouds of smoke 
drove the firemen from their 
positions as they battled the 
flames in the freight warehouse 
| owned by the Seaboard Air Line 
Railroad Co. at 50 Spring St., N. 
W., situated under and on both 
sides of the Spring Street via- 
duct along railroad tracks be- 
tween Union and Terminal Sta- 
tions. 

Eighteen pumper trucks were 
called into play to extinguish the 
flames, which raged almost two 
hours before being brought under 
control and destroyed an unde- 
termined amount of §ffeight 
stored inside the huge warehouse. 


CROWDS AT SCENE 


Scores of police kept crowds 
back from danger areas. Throngs 
watched from the railroad yards, 
the viaduct and a lower level 
roof between the warehouse and 
the viaduct. 

The warehouse was leased by 
the Seaboard to the Acme Fast 
Freight, Inc., the N. C. & St. L. 
Railroad and the Standard Feed 
& Milling Co. The latter two 
portions of the warehouse were

Horace Holmes is one of the 
chief reasons Point Four has 
worked well in India. He was 
caught up by the possibilities of 
it—and he saw that it must be a 
process of teaching, showing, 
and demonstrating.

I have met, in going here and 
there, many valuable public 
servants, but EF do not think I 
have ever met one who equalled 
Horace Holmes in missionary 
zeal, in determination to show 
people of other lands the-real . 
heart of America, and in pa- 
tience—and a man in the Orient 
or Asia must have enormous pa- 
tience and, when that is exhaust- 
ed, be able to draw on hidden 
reservoirs of yet more patience. 


Growth 


There are more. than» 30 
schools in India now—as against 
about five when I was there lit- 
tle more than a year ago. And, 
Holmes told me, the samé sched- 
ule is followed. The students get 
up at 5 a. m. and are busy until 
10 p.*m. And since there ig. so 
much to do, and so little time, 
they follow this schedule seven 
days a week for six weeks of in- 
struction. : 

Enthusiastic, and patiently 
aware of the huge mountain of 
inertia to be moved, Holmes its 
busily planning to return. 

Point Four is working well in 
about 35 countries. In some few, 
where men have tried to teach 
from an office, it has not gone 
well. In those places they needed 
a Holmes to carry on what is 
probably the noblest idea of our 
generation.

Although our views and those of 
our new columnist, David. Lawrence, 
are frequently divergent, we join with 
him today in seconding the proposal 
that the Chinese Nationalists. be given 
the job of blockading the China coast, 

Mr. Lawrence reports that a plan is 
being considered in Washington where- 


by the United States would trade a 
number of American destroyers for air 


bases on Formosa. The exchange 
would be in the manner of the deal be- 


tween the Roosevelt administration and 
the British in 1940. 

In many quarters, a naval blockade 
of the Communist Chinese is considered 


desirable as a means to an end of the 


Korean fighting. A blockade by Ameri- 
can vessels would involve the danger 
of enlarging the war. That risk exists 
regardless of what action we take, but 
there is no use in intensifying it. We 
gamble, too, if we give Chiang Kai- 
shek a navy, but at least we gamble 
within the bounds of international igw. 

The Eisenhower administration 
seems determined to take the initiative 
in developing a new phase of the Ko- 
rean struggle. Certainly, we are in 
better position today to take risks than 
we were two years ago. 

- Sen. Robert Taft has indicated that 
the administration does not include as 
a part of its strategy an all-out frontal 
assault on Red lines. The wise com- 
mander does not throw his troops head- 
on into battle when he can reach his 
objective by flanking. Military history 
offers many examples of the success of 
the flanking movement. 

The removal of the Seventl. Fleet 
from the Formosan Straits, a blockade 
of Communist China—those are tactics 
from the flank which could change the 
course of the war. Deneutralizing For- 
mosa brings a new force into the pic- 
ture, It indicates a switch from a 
“limited war policy” to one of positive 
action. 

And the change, regardless of what 
it brings, is welcome to millions of 
Americans to whom the stalemate in 


Korea seems intolerable. 
_ * 


In view of the discussions about the 
President’s decision freeing Chiang Kai- 
shek for attacks on the mainland, it 
must be remembered that these attacks 
have been going on in small scale since 
the Nationalists retreated in 1949. In 
that sense, implications that the United 
States Navy has been “protecting” the 
Chinese Communists are untrue and 
unfair. 

When President Truman ordered 
the Seventh Fleet to protect Formosa 
from a Chinese Communist attack, he 
asked the Chiang government not to 
attack the mainland. This was no di- 
rect order to Chiang nor any guarantee 
to Communist China against attack. It 
was a precautionary measure to pre- 
vent spread of the Asiatic war. To 
read any other meaning into it is dan- 
gerous demagoguery. 

In view of the growth of our mili- 
tary strength, it is now possible to 
take greater chances. In doing so, we 
must remember that Chiang Kai-shek 
would involve us in a war to return 
him to power if it is possible. By the 
same token, nothing would please Mos- 
cow better than to’ involve ‘us more and 
more in China. The risks are great. 

However, if the present moves re- 
sult in increasing pressure upon the 
Communists without enlarging the war, 
the end results will be good. Certainly 
no one can say that we should withhold 
support and arms from any people who 
are resisting communism. Proposals 
for a Far East pact similar to NATO 
and for aid programs. such as the Mar- 
shall Plan for Asia are in line with 
reality. 

It certainly makes sense that in sup- 
porting Chiang Kai-shek or any other 
forces fighting the Reds, the United 
States is only doing what Moscow has 
already done and is doing for the Com- 
munist Chinese now fighting us in 
Korea.

Georgia Teacher Pay 


Far Below Average 


For the 1952-53 school year the 
State of Georgia is employing 26,800 
teachers to instruct 798,000 elementary 
and high school students. The State 
of Indiana is using 27,000 teachers for 
a total school enroliment of 735,000. 

Those figures are taken from a New 
York Times table summarizing condi- 
tions in the nation’s schools. The com- 
parison is one between Georgia and a 
Midwestern state, much’ smaller in 
area, but of about the same population 
and with about the same farm-industry 
balance. 

The Georgia teacher and the Indiana 
teacher are carrying about the same 
pupil ledd. But the table gobs further. 


It ies the number of teachers under 


emergency certificates. 

On the surface, the comparison is 

favorable to us. 
table reports, has only 300 teachers 
with “emergency certificates;” Indiana 
has 2,600. But Georgia accepts a two- 
year certificate. The Hoosier State re- 
quires a full four years for any certifi- 
cation whatsoever. _ 
_ ‘The. last item in the table is salary. 
The average annual teacher’s salary in 
Indiana is $3,500. In Georgia it is 
$2,575. That does not mean that the 
Georgia teacher can live on $1,000 a 
year less than his or her brother or 
sister educator in Indiana. It means 
that the Georgia salary is too low, more 
than $800 below the national average 
of $3,392. ° 

True, we can point to South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Arkansas, Kentucky 
and Mississippi and say with pride that 
the Georgia teacher’s salary is. higher 
than the average in any of those states. 
But remember that Mississippi is the 
cellar, nationally speaking, with an 
average of $1,675. 

Georgia must not judge its scale by 
those below it. No one makes much 
progress up the ladder by continually 
looking down. It’s the upward look 
that gets results: 

Our situation is not isolated, it is 
general. With the exception of a few 
states, teacher pay is too low every- 
where. 

The point is this—Georgia is a 
proud state and a progressive state. 
For reasons of pride alone, we should 
not rest until teacher pay, teacher 
standards and school standards attain 
the national average, if not the highest 
level that the nation can offer. 

The defeat Monday in the Georgia 
House of a move toward those goals 
means the loss of one battle, not of the 
campaign. It continues. We must keep 
those objectives constantly in sight. 
Surely every Georgian would like to 
see them achieved.

Streets Are Meant 
For Traffic Flow 


Slowly the American city is coming 
to realize that streets were laid out for 
the movement of traffic and not for the 
parking of automobiles. How far this 
school of thought has progressed is 
shown by a report from Detroit that the 
city has bought off-the-street lots in 
residential areas and is leasing them to 
private operators. 

The goal is to eliminate curbside 
parking by day and by night so that the 
streets will be clear for traffic. 

The recommended fee schedule: 

For 24-haur parking every day—$1 
more than the all-night street parking 
fee (now $4 a month) but not more than 
$7 a month. 

For 12-hour day or night parking 
every day—the same as the all-night 
street parking fee, but not more than 
$5 a month. 

For 24-hour parking one day only— 
75-cent maximum. 


For 12-hour day or night parking. 


one day only—50-cent maximum. 

Under the policy recommended by 
the motor capital’s “grounds” com- 
mittee, the city will acquire and im- 
prove the lots, the lessee will keep them 
clean and neat, performing housekeep- 
ing duties such as shoveling snow. 

As with other cities, Atlanta must 
face this phase of the parking’ problem 
along with high priority problem of 
more space in the downtown section. 

In working out a solution, our city 
has at least one advantage over its 
Northern neighbors—no snow.

A certain amount of ‘‘tongue in cheek” 
atmosphere is inevitable in connection with 
the whole blockade idea. For word has 
come already from Peiping that. Russia 
has decided to make available six sub- 
marines for operation under the Chinese 
Communist flag. 

It so happens that the Chinese Nation- 
alists have some very good naval officers 
and naval constructors. They have some 
“destroyer escort’? ships which they are 
operating now and these could be used for 
antisubmarine attack, 

All this would be legal, internationally 
speaking. For Nationalist China is a full- 
fledged member of the Security Council of 
the United Nations and under the resolution 
of February, 1951, the UN publicly called 
on alk member nations to assist in opposing 
the aggression of Communist China. 

A blockade is imperative from a mili- 
tary viewpoint. The only question is who 
shall operate it and what’s more natural 
than to let the whole blockade problem be 
handled by the recognized government of 
China which is fighting with its back to the 
wall, as did Britain in 1940 when France 
surrendered and as did the exiled govern- 
ments of Greece, Norway, Belgium and 
others to which America extended moral 
support irrespective of how much actual 


territory those governments cogupjed or 


controlled at that time.

WASHINGTON—This is a report on the 

passing scene for what it may be worth.

advanced still further by what he called the 

Fair Deal. Congress didn’t mean that sort 

of co-operation and so the battle was on, 
and it never ceased. 

President Eisenhower had some very 
kind words to say about Congress in his 
message, and then he translated that into 
action by having Senate and House leaders 
to lunch, successively. All around, the rov- 
ing reporter spots other signs in gestures 
from other members of the executive 
family. 

There was Secretary of State Dulles’ 
emphasis in his first radio speech that 
foreign policy is formulated in ‘‘co-opera- 
tion’’ between.Congress and the executive 
branch. And Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son who, at his first opportunity in his first 
news conference, stressed that Congress 
makes policy for his department and he is 
supposed to carry it out. 

That just gives you a sample of the trend 
here. While this genuflecting toward Con- 
gress is not unusual in the early stages of 
a new administration and may be helpful, 
it eventually could b@come disturbing if it 
should develop into what is known as ‘‘con- 
gressional government,’’ with Congress be- 
ing the real manager. We haven’t had 
that since the 1920’s, which turned out to 
be an era of drift when government neg- 
lected to do some things that ought to have 
been done, as we discovered to our sorrow 
later. 

There are those in his party in Congress, 
however, who never have really accepted 
what’s been done and who are determined, 
in the devious ways available in the legis- 
lative process, to-undo some of them. To 
resist this will take more than passive fol- 
lowing of policy laid down by Congress and 
require positive, creative leadership by the 
new managers of government, including the 
President himself. That’s why all the bow- 
ing and scraping in the direction of the 
Capitol is. somewhat alarming. 

Congress is not equipped to govern by its 
very nature. It has to be directed and led. 
It cannot lead for reasons within its very 
texture. This is no reflection whatever on 
the individual ability of its members, which 
is high, or the al and outstanding abil- 
ity of some of several leaders.

Democrats, Relieved of Burdens, 
Breathe Easier Than in 20 Years 


WASHINGTON—~In the midst of Repub- 
lican jubilation over taking over govern- 
mental eontrol for the first time in some 
two decades, it is interesting to take an 
inside look at the Democrats to see ‘just 
how they feel about being relegated to the 
role of the minority party. 

This correspondent has undertaken . to 
do that by putting the direct question to 
some of the most influential ‘leaders of the 
party. The list includes 
top-ranking Democrats 
of the Senate and the 
House, retiring mem- 
bers of the Truman 
cabinet and others high 
in the party hierarchy 
during the past 20 years. 

It may impress many 
people as somewhat 
strange that the most 
immediate and the most 
general answer has 
been one of relief, save only, perhaps, 
among the officeholders under the old re- 
gime.. These naturally may have had a 
hankering to hold on to their old jobs of 
prestige and power. 

But the predominant theme in the an- 


swers was one of relief over being divested 


of the positions of responsibility they have 
held as members of the party long in 
power. Twenty years is a long time for one 
party to remain in power and those who 
have carried the burden of authority con- 
fess a certain weariness from the ordeal. 
For the leaders of the party in control are 
constantly. on*the defensive. The offense 
is usually reserved for the minority party, 
which has the easier role. 

Particularly is this feeling of relief held 
by the Democratic chairmen of many of

Some time ago when visiting the home 
of a friend I was shown a large and beauti- 
fal clock. With great pride my friend told 
me of its history and added, “It’s been in 
my family for many; many years, but actue 
ally I've ‘neyer known it to tell time.” 

There are in each of our lives many 
things which may. have ornamental sige 
nificance but which have ute oso 
or intrinsic usefulness. = ee 
For some persons the 
grand old stories of the 
Bible are only wonder- 
ful tales of adventure, 
heroism and _ ancient 
faith, but somehow they 
seem removed from our 
lives and times: 

One of the appealing 
stories of gown con- 
cerns Lot’s Lot, 

a kinsman rhe the patri- 

arch Abraham, dwelt with his fouaite in 
the city of Sodom, a notoriously wicked 
community. Divine messengers visited Lot 
and warned him of the impending doom 
of the city. Lot hurriedly left. What @ 
world of suggestion is implied in the Scrip- 
tural record of that departure: ‘‘But his 
wife looked back from behind him and she 
became a pillar of salt’? (Gen. 19:26). 

I do not know exactly what the writer 
meant to suggest with these words. ‘Some 
folks interpret them literally, but knowing 
the colorful and vivid figures of speech 
which characterize Hebrew literature, may- 
be it meant that her life from that moment 
became one of utter uselessness—as use- 
less as that pinnacle of salt near the south- 
ern end of the Dead Sea which guides even 
today point out to tourists as being Lot’s 
wife. By looking back she indicated re- 
fusal to accept unhesitatingly the will of 
God for her life. 

I do not think Lot’s wife was an entirely 
wicked woman. We really don’t know 
much about her. Even her name is omitted 
from the Bible. I think she is like too 
many of us who are unwilling to accept 
without question and hesitation God’s delive 
erance. For one fleeting moment Lot’s 
wife hankered for the old haunts of ques- 
tionable repute, the old friends of ques- 
tionable character, the old pleasures of 
questionable merit. In that moment she 
condemned her life to uselessness and her 
soul to death. 

Centuries later Christ said to his friends, 
‘“‘Remember Lot’s wife’’ .(Luke 17:32). He 
was calling attention to those who long too 
strongly for deceitful delights and worldly 
possessions. Even more forcefully did 
Christ point out the role of the believer 
when He said: ‘‘No man having put his 
hand to the plow and looking back is fit 
for the kingdom’’ (Luke 9:62). 

The road which Christ always leads is 
ahead.

The boys at the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue have been 
brave enough to come right out 
and say that many women are 
unfamiliar with tax procedures 
and that in many cases they 
probably need professional 
help. That includes lawyers and 
experienced accountants but 
not casual friends or fly-by- 
night tax services. 


According to the income ex- 
perts, one difficulty which 
many widows face is in report- 
ing the income which they re- 
ceive from investments, from 
rents, from annuities and other 
similar sources. 

Between now and March 16 
the bureau will have approxi- 
mately 1400 regional offices 
able to provide help for the 
widows and the welcome sign is 
already out. 

There are 35 or more men on 
hand every day to help the 
widows at the Internal Revenue 
field office at Walton and 
Broad. But there are seldom 
more than two or three women 
to assist. 

. Over at the Court House 
where the other income tax of- 
fice is located, there’s an all- 
man “‘jury’’ waiting to hear the 
cases of the women taxpayers. 

And when one considers that 
nearly four hundred thousand 
women become widows in a 
typical yeat, Uncle Sam will be 
paying out a neat little sum to 
them before very long.

Whether the organic, tissue, 
cell damage done by C-O anoxia 
can be repaired fully, or, say, 
cured, depends on the severity 
of the gassing or length of time 
of exposure to air mildly pol- 
luted with C-O. In any case the 
best remedy is a mixture of 7 
per cent at first, later 5 per 
cent of carbon dioxide and oxy- 
gen, administered with artifi- 
cial respiration to the victim of 
acute anoxia, or in regular se- 
ances of, say, five minutes 
three or four times a day, of 
inhalations of the mixture from 
inhalator bag.

A person who breathes air 
containing as much as three 
parts of carbon monoxide gas 
per thousand will collapse ab- 
ruptly and become unconscious 
or powerless or ‘‘frozen,’’ as 
miners say, after a few breaths 
of the polluted, odorless atmos- 
phere. 

In some instances the victim 
of carbon monoxide asphyxia 
(anoxia) suddenly may feel 
tightness across forehead, 
throbbing in temples, severe 
headache, dizziness and dimness 
of vision. His face will appear 
flushed. If not utterly power- 
less to help himself the victim 
may be irrational and resist 
rescue efforts. 

Of course the first-aid treat- 
ment is immediate application 
of artificial respiration even 
while the victim is being carried
